The  schools  in  the  north  part  of  the  town  during  the 
past  year  have  made  commendable  progress.  Our  teachers 
have  shown  fidelity  to  their  important  trusts  and  have 
exerted  themselves  to  instruct  the  pupils. 

I  must,  however,  record  a  lack  of  discipline  in  some  of 
the  schools,  which  I  think  ought  not  to  be  attributed 
wholly  to  the  teacher. 

Perhaps  the  parents  have  not  restrained  their  children 
at  home,  and  taught  them  the  obedience  and  respect  due 
their  superiors. 

I  would  enjoin  upon  all  parents  to  visit  the  schools.  Go 
the  first  week  to  become  early  acquainted  with  the  teacher 
of  your  children.  Be  on  friendly  terms  with  the  teacher. 
Let  your  children  know  that  you  are  interested  in  their 
advancement  in  knowledge  and  in  the  welfare  of  the  whole 
school.  Do  not  forget  that  your  children  are  sometimes 
peevish  and  inclined  to  be  unmanageable  at  home,  hence 
have  more  charity  for  that  teacher  who  has  the  double  duty 
of  correction  and  the  impartation  of  knowledge. 

Does  it  seem  wise  and  best  for  your  children  to  take 
them  out  of  school  because  the  teacher  does  not  quite  suit 
them  and  you  ?  You  need  never  expect  to  have  a  teacher 
that  will  suit  you  in  every  particular. 

Permit  me  to  quote  a  few  extracts  from  Rev.  John  Kim- 
ball in  Maine  farmer.     He  says:    "Our  forefathers  built  a 
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little  school-house  in  the  valleys  and  on  the  hill-tops,  the 
citadel  of  our  free  institutions,  the  hope  of  a  growing  in- 
telligence. From  near  and  from  far,  year  by  year,  troops 
of  rosy  cheeked  boys  and  girls  held  these  fortresses  of  the 
republic.  They  went  to  study,  for  their  minds  craved 
knowledge,  They  wished  to  be  something  and  somebody 
in  the  world. 

"In  the  early  days  of  New  England  every  family  felt  it 
to  be  a  duty  to  attend  divine  service.  Are  we  better  than 
our  fathers?  Do  we  love  less  the  Power  which  guards  and 
guides  us  from  life's  dawn  till  sunset? 

"I  have  recently  read  that  there  are  seventy-two  towns 
in  Maine  where  divine  service  of  no  kind  is  held,  and  the 
state  of  the  schools  is  hopelessly  deplorable." 

I  believe  we  should  raise  more  money  for  schools — 
enough  for  twenty  weeks  a  year,  a  term  of  nine  weeks  in 
spring  and  eleven  in  fall.  I  hope  I  shall  never  see  the 
time  when  I  shall  feel  it  my  duty  to  reduce  appropriations 
for  schools.  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
Fred  Gowing,  in  his  annual  report,  just  issued,  suggests 
that  twenty-five  weeks  be  made  the  minimum  school  year 
by  the  legislature.     I  would  be  glad  to  have  such  a  law. 

Look  at  the  towns  around  you  and  judge  if  you  will 
which  are  the  most  prosperous.  You  will  find  they  are 
the  ones  that  do  the  most  for  their  schools. 

lyonger  schools  would  advance  the  price  of  our  farms.  Al- 
most the  first  question  a  man  will  ask  you  if  he  wishes  to 
buy  a  farm  in  town  is,  How  much  schooling  do  you  have 
in  a  year? 

Let  us  all  be  awake  then  to  our  best  interests  and  do  all 
we  can  for  the  good  of  our  schools,  no  matter  if  everything 
does  not  go  to  suit  us. 

The  best   thing  for   parents  to   do  for   the   good  of    our 
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schools  and  their  children  as  well,  is  to  send  them  to  school 
with  the  understanding  that  no  sympathy  will  be  given 
them  in  their  little  troubles  with  their  teacher. 

Do  not  always  take  for  granted  just  what  your  child  tells 
you,  but  go  to  school  and  find  out  for  yourself  which  is  at 
fault,  teacher  or  scholar.

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  I  have  heard 
but  very  little  fault  found  this  year,  but  we  ought  not  to 
expect  one  teacher  to  please  everybody.
